Tillman and McLarens Came 
to Blows. 


PARTED WITH DIFFICULTY 


TILLMAN SPRANG OVER SEATS 
AND STRUCK M’LAURIN. 


Former Had Made a Statement Which 
the Latter Said Was a “Wilful, 
Deliberate and Malicious 
Lie.”’ 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 22.—In the Senate 
this afternoon at 2:45 a fist fight occurred 
between Senators McLaurin and Tillman, 
both of South Carolina. McLaurin arose 
and said that Tillman's statement regard- 
ing him was a ‘wilful and deliberate and 
malicious lie.’’ Tillman jumped over chairs 
and struck McLaurin in the face. A vicious 
encounter ensued. Both men clinched and 
etruck frantically at each other, when As- 
gistant Sergeant-at-Arms Layton sprang 
between them and several senators seized 
the men and partey them. It was with 
great difficulty that the men wer parted. 

As soon as the South Carolina senators 
were forced into their seats Mr. Teller 
addressed the chair and demanded that the 
enators from South Carolina be in order. 

“Which senator?” demanded Mr. Mc- 
Laurin. 

‘This senator, said Mr. Teller, pointing 
to Mr. McLaurin. eMantime, Mr. Foraker 
of Ohio had rushed to the central aisle in 
his effort to gain the attention of the chair. 
With trembling voice he said: “Mr. Presi-, 
dent, we ought to go into executive session. 
I move you that the Senate now proceed 
to the consideration of executive busi- 


ness."’

FLAMES STARTED IN ARMORY 


FROM IT THEY JUMPED ACROSS 
STREET TO HOTEL. 


Guests Were Sleeping When Warning 
Was Given and Many Died While 


Trying to Escape to the 
Streets. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 22.—Fire early 
morning in the Park Avenue Hotel 
tne Seventy-first regiment armory, this 
city, resulted in the loss of 15 lives and 
the destruction of property valued at $750,- 


000. 
The dead persons were all guests of the 


hotel. 

Flames were first discovered in the ar- 
mory and 45 minutes later it was found 
that the hotel was on fire. A revised list 
of the dead and injured follows:

HOW THE FIRE STARTED. 
The fire started in and consumed the 
armory of the Seventy-first regiment, N. 
Y. N. G., a fine granite structure which, 
with its equipment, cost $650,000. 
The flames communicated with the Park 
Avenue Hotel, where a financial loss of 
$100,000 was inflicted. 


Shortly before 1 o’clock fire was discov- 
ered bursting from the roof of the armory. 
The fiames had gained tremendous head-

FLAMES REACHED THE HOTEL. 
The heat of the burning armory became 
more and more intense and, shortly after 
2 o'clock flames were discovered running 
ulong the windows and woodwork of the 
fifth floor at the northeast corner of the 
Park Avenue Hotel, diagonally across the 
street from the armory.

This crash was followed by the explosion 
of about 1000 pounds of powder stored in 
the basement of the armory. 

The detonation was terrific, but firemen 
had been warned of the danger and none 
of them was injured. 

Ambuiances were called from every hos- 
pital in the district and the firemen turned 


their entire attention to the hotel.

Of the scores taken from the windows 
of the third, fourth and fifth floors many 
were slightly burned and were hysterical 
from shock. 
Of the dead three were. women. Death 
in each instanc® was caused by biufiis or 
suffocation, with one exception. 
One man jumped from the fifth-story 
window to the inner court. His skull was 
crushed and death was instantaneous. 
When the fire started in the armory 
scores of guests in the Park Avenue were 
awakened by the clang of the engines and 
crowded to the hotel windows. It was 
about 45 minutes after flames were discov- 
ered in the armory before they spread to 
the hotel, but in spite of this many guests 
were in their rooms dressed in their night 
clothes and some of them were in bed. 


WOMAN JUMPED FIVE STORIES. 


The firemen, as soon as they learned 
that the hotel was in danger, began to de- 
vote all their efforts to rescuing its occu- 
pants. 

Men and women appeared at the win- 
dows of the Park avenue side of the hotel 
and called for help. 

Mrs. Charlottte Bennett and her husband, 
Harold, of Alabama, stood on a ledge on 
the fifth floor just over the portico of the 
main entrance to the hotel. Mrs. Bennett 
was terror-stricken and screamed again and 
again for some one to rescue her. 

Her husband grasped her and from the 
crowd of thousands gathered in the streets 
there were warnings not to jump. ’ 
When it was seen that she was deter- 
rained to jump, the firemen gathered in a 
circle and stretched out: their arms. 

With a final desperate effort, Mrs. Ben- 
nett wrenched herself free from her hus- 
band’s grasp and, with a piercing scream, 
flung herself into the arms of the waiting 
firemen five stories below. 

When she pemaes from the -ledge on 
which she and her husband had stood, the 
flames were licking out of the window be- 
hind her and around her form. * 3 
The inside of the room was all in flames.

THEORIES OF THE FIRE. 
It was established with a fair degree of 
certainty today that the fire at the Park 
Avenue Hotei originated at the base of the 


north elevator shaft. ‘ 
arom this point it crept up to the fifth 


“Police Capt. Delaney said that hen he 


was notified that the hotel was afire there 
was no thought of the structure being en- 
dangered from the armory blaze. 

The Park Avenue Hotel was built by A. 
T. Stewart, who-spent $3,000,000 on its con- 
struction and furnishings. 

The building occupied the entire front 
of the block on Park avenue, from Thirty- 
second to Thirty-third streets, with a depth 
of half a block. It is seven stories in 
height and incloses on four sides a court 
containing 14,000 square feet of space. At 
the time of its construction it was the 
largest hotel in the country with the excep- 
tion of the Palace at San Francisco. 

Mr. Stewart designed the hotel originally 
as a home for working women, but, when 
it was found that it could not be managed 
on the plan adopted by its founder, it was 
converted into a commercial and family 


hotel. 

Gaston A. Robbins. who was killed, was 
a lawyer of Selma, Ala. He was former.y 
a congressman from that state. 

Among the persons killed was Mrs. Fos- 
ter, a missionary{ who devoted hersef t» 
work in the Tombs prison. She wasa daly 
visitor to the prison and gave up all her 
time to the service of the unfortunates 
confined there. 

Maj. Jacob Spahn, a Rochester, N. Y., 
lawyer, lost his life in the fire. 


MISS SCHLESINGER WELL KNOWN 


CHICAGO, Feb. 22.—Miss Esther Schliesin- 
ger. whose dead hody was identined by her 
uncle, was well known in Chicago business 
circles. For 15 vears she had been con- 
nected with the cloak establishment of her 
father, M. Schlesinger, 118 State street, and 
was head buyer for him. 

As vet her aged father and mother know 
nothing of her fate. Fearful that the news 
would crush Mr. Schlesinger. who is over 
70 vears old, the relatives quietly took him 
his place of business before he 
nad heard of tho fire. 

There is some mystery Surrounding the 
identity of the victim reported as W. G. 
Barrhardt of this city. The directory gives 
ro such name, and members of the Bart- 
hardt families here know of no Kinsman in 
New York. 


COL. BURDETT’S HISTORY. 


HARTFORD, Conn., Feb. 22.—Col, Char'es 
I.. Burdett, who lost his life in the Park 


/avennue fire in New York this morning. was 
,one of the most prominent citizens of Hart- 


ford. 

He was a’civil engineer and a patent law- 
ver. Ho was verv yrominentity identified 
for many vears with the Connecticut Bank, 
and originated the signal corps of the mili- 
tary service. 

Later he hecame coionel of the First Reg, 
iment, and held that office at the outbresk 
of the Spanish-American war. Hs enlisted 
with his regiment a¢ a voiunteer. and was 
for a tirne stationed at Fort Med.

NEW YORK IS IN READINESS 


ADMIRAL EVANS’ SQUADRON

Ice Is Packed About the Big Warships, 
Day Is Gloomy for the Reception 
and Seas Run High. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 22.—The Kronprinz 
Wilhelm, with Prinee Hexry of Prussia on 
board, has not yet been reported. 

Wireless telegraph stations have been en- 
deavoring since early morning to reach 
the ship, but no signals have been fre- 
ceived.

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A MYSTERIOUS CECISION. 


As a matter of profound interest and vital importance to the 
public, the Post-Dispatch endeavored to ascertain the ground 
upon which the Supreme Court of Missouri denied the writ of 
mandamus sought on behalf of the Board of Education and the 
city of St. Louis, to compel the State Board of Equalization to 
assess franchises at their full value. The effort was unavailing. 

The Supreme Court peremptorily denied the writ, giving no 
reasons therefor. The judges of the Supreme Court decline to dis- 
cuss the matter or to give an inkling of the ground for the denial. 

Judge Marsha” said: “it is not proper for the Post-Dispatch 
to know these things;’’ Judge Burgess said he was not present 
when the case was discussed and merely announced the decision 
of his associates. Judge Sherwood said that if the court had 
thought it necessary it would nave handed down its decision in 
writing. 

The attorneys for the city and school board—Messrs. Bates and 
Rombauer—are in the dark. All they know is that they were 
knocked out of court. Judge Rombauer expressed astonishment 
that in a matter of so much importance, involving the evasion 
of taxes on property valued at $248,000.00, the Supreme Court did 
not make known its reasons for denying the writ. 

Of course the Supreme Court is a law unto itself in this mat- 
ter. It is not permitted laymen to say what it shall or shal) 
not do. Citizens can only wonder at its mysterious ways. 

Of course citizens will wonder why the court peremptorily re- 
fused the writ. The Illinois Supreme Court not only considered 
a similar writ. but granted it. The writ of mandamus is the 
usual mode of procedure in such cases. A grave injustice has 
been done to the taxnayers of St. Louis Rich and powerful 
franchised corporations have been excused from taxation on $248,- 
900,000 of franchise property. 

Citizens can only speculate. But they have a remedy in their 
power. Having been refused justice by the State Board of Equal- 
igation and denied relief by the’ Supreme Court, they can find 
redress through the ballot box. They can elect men to office who 
will not protect franchised corporations from just taxation. They 
can guard against having the taxes assessed and “equalized”

MAYOR SENT BILL 
FOR FAIR BONDS 


NEW MEASURE INTRODUCED 
INTO COUNCIL LAST NIGHT. 


IS FOR 5000 $1000 BONDS 


In Message Accompanying Bill Chief 
Executive Said Former Measure 
Was Ineffective. 


A new World's Fair bond bill, providing 
for the issuance of and sale by the city of 
5000 $1000 bonds by the city as the contri- 
bution of the municipality to the World’s 
Fair, was sent to the council by Mayor 
Wells Friday, and was introduced by Presi- 
dent Hornsby... ws 
.In a message accompanying the measure 
Mayor Wells stated that the bill originally 
enacted was now ineffective. That bill, the 
message stated, had provided for the issu- 


ance of the bonds by March 1, 1901, and 
had lacked necessary pgp: for pay- 
ment of interest and the establishment of 
& sinking fund. The new biil, which was 
drawn up by Comptroller Player, contained 
these necessary features, 

The new bill provides that the bdnds shall 
be issued before April 1 by the mayor and 
comptroller. They will be payable in gold 
in New York and London. 

The new bill provides for the payment 
of the principal in 20 years, instead of 3i 
years, as specified in the old measure. 

The original World's Fair bond bill wax 
passed by the Council and House a year 
ag. after encountering opposition in the 

ouse, and was signed by ety Ziewen- 
hein after he had required the Worla’a 
Fair directors to sign a bond guaranteeing 
the payment to the city of the interest 
which would accumulate on the bonds bh 
tween the date of issue and the holding cf 
the Fair. The city needed the money, h®¢ 
said, for the construction of a new City 
Hospital. Here the matter stopped, as 
Mayor Ziegenhein, who was within a few 
months of his retirement from office, toox 
oo i toward tesuing or selling the 

onds.
